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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the rejection made by the 
examiner was created in hindsight of the applicant's invention. The examiner disagrees. Design patents can be applied to rejection for 
what they disclose. Smith discloses a sport training device. Hoffman teaches a sport training device having a weight and shaft wherein 
the center of gravity can be adjusted along the shaft. Piccini teaches a warm-up device that is about the length of a human forearm. 
Spivey imporves yipes or jerks by increasing the grip size thus improving the grip of the user, the combination are not piecemeal 
combinations but all contain motivational reason to incorporate into other devices. The mere fact that a modifying reference discloses two 
weights does not exclude it for being used for motivation. THe fact that a desing patent does expressily disclose values does not exclude 
it for being a primary reference. The fact that a device is variable in weight does not exclude it from providing motivation. Furthermore, 
the fact that a patent arrives at a different motivation that that of the applicant's does not mean that it is improperly used.. 
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
